OCALcorra, April 2 —4 * virulent epi- 
demie of cholera is raging in Benares. The 
mortality is very great. Yesterday there 
were reported 180 new cases and 135 deaths 
from the disease in one day. Dr. Gregg, the 
Sanitary Commissioner for Bengal, recently 
issued a report upon an outbreak of cholera 
that occurred at Serampore, a few miles 
northwest of this city. Over the whole of 
the affected area he found that tanks of vari- 
ous shapes, sizes and depths had been dug, 
and that all contained very dirty water. 
Low, foul jungles, reeking with bad smells, 
surrounded these tanks, the surfaces of which 
were almost completely hidden with thick, 
Geeaying water plants, with here and 
chore a clear place where the 
inhabitants wash their cooking _—— 
and draw water for domestic 
Between and around the narrow houses afe 
narrow lanes, bordered by narrow, deep, 
uneven drains, in which the filth collects, 

The substances under the influence of the 
hot sun quickly decompose and emits foul 
odors. In places Dr.Gregg actually observ 
masses of undulating maggots and portion 
of decaying animals. Where the people 
lived in the houses in the neighborhood of 
these tanks and had used the water cholera 
made its appearance, and the tanks are also 
the sources from which the milkmen obtain 
water for their cows, and it is more than 
probable that they dilute their milk with the 
same water. Continuing his inquiries from 
house to house, Dr. Gregg ound that wher- 
ever the supply of milk was obtained from 
cows that drank at the dirty water tanks, 
choiera was present, and that there was a 
corresponding absence of cholera among the 
police constables who were supplied with 
clean water from the police tank and ob- 
tained their milk supply from a distance,

The Roumanians are 
prepared to grant a very handsome append- 
age to the young couple, and to find the 
money for the new palace at Jassy, where 
the Crown Prince, after his marriage, is ex- 
pected to reside. It is already settled that 
the heir to the throne will then be raised to 
the rank of a General, and take command of 
the Fourth Army Corps. He has already re- 
ceived the title of Royal Highness and the 
ranks of a Senator. The Crown Prince and 
his concort would be allowed to retain their 
present — and only their issue must be 
Drought up in the Orthodox * The dim.

Highly imaginative news- 
paper writers have written reports of the 
proceedings at Anarchist meetings, said to 
bave been held of late in this city, and have 
with great particularity of detail entered 
into what was said and done. As a 
matter of fact no one dut the 

- Anarchists themselves knew anything about 
these secret meetings, if such meetings have 
been held, and it is not at all likely that they 
would betray themselves through news- 
papers into the hands of the police. No one 
places any credence in these stories, and it is 
not believed that any meetings of the con- 
spirators are now held here. The concerted 
raids on Anarchists’ lodgings, which began 
here and elsewhere in France yesterday, 
were continued to-day. Thus far two 
hundred arrests have been made and they are 

It. is safe to say that very 
many more Anarchists will be in custody in a

ROSENFELD COMMITTED SUICIDE—AN ANARCH- 
IST EDITOR LIBERATED. 


Paris, April 23.—Upon inquiry at the resi- 
dence of the late Charles N. Rosenfeld, No. 5 
Rue de Berri, the facts as cabled on Thurs- 
day from Nice proved to be accurate. Rosen- 
feild, after losing heavily at Monte Carlo, 
where he had previously won some 400, 000 
francs, returned here from Mentone, where 
he had been passing the winter. Shortly 
after his arrival on Tuesday afternoon he 
shot himself through the brain with a revol- 
ver, Death was instantaneous. The funeral 
took place yesterday at Mont Parnasse Ceme- 
tery. Only hisimmediate family and some 
200 friends attended. Mr. Rosenfeld was 388 
years old. He was unmarried. 


MOWBRAY OWN BAIL. f 

LONDON, April 23.—William Morris, poet 
and Socialist, to-day went ball for Mowbray, 
tailor and Anarchist, in the sum of £600. This 
will enable Mowbray to attend the funeral of 
his wife who had died an hour before his ar- 
rest.

EVERY EFFORT TO CAPTURE Win 
CREA TS UNAVAILING. 


Five Blazes Started Last Night at Differ- 
ent Points—Fifteen Attempts in One 

Week — Tragedy at Ohicago — Lizzie 

/, Browne Found Murdered at Detroit 
TLynchers Weaken—Criminal News. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 23.—The residents of 
the west end of the city are in a state of great 
excitement and fear caused by the large 
number of incendiary fires in that vicinity. 
Fifteen fires, the work of frebugs, have oc- 
curred withina few squares of each other 
Guring the past week. The fire fiend paid 
another visit to the West End last night. In 
Spite ot᷑ the fact that nearly every resident of 
the city has constituted himself into a vig- 
fiance committee of one, the work of destruc- 
tion continued. In less than four hours a 
lumber yard, a church, two residences and 
three stables were in flames, though by the 
efficiency of the Fire Department all of them 
were not totally destroyed, The aggregate 
loss will reach $8,000. 

Although the police are as vigilant as possi- 
ble, they do not seem to frighten the flrebug 
by their present methods, and many citizens 
ofthe West End are trying to induce the 
authorities to put thirty men in civilian 
clothing and have them lie in wait in 
some One of the a sin the worst neighbor- 
hood. The people are becoming desperate 
and demand that some step be taken to pro- 
tect them. 


CAUGHT: AT COPENHAGEN. 


Two AMERICAN CROOKS HAULED IN BY THE 
DANISH POLICE. 

COPENHAGEN, April 23.—The British steam- 
ship Oakdale, commanded by Capt. Brown, 
arrived in this harbor to-day, having on 
board two persons who are very much 
wanted by the police of New York. They 
are Oscar Creamer and James L. White, alias 
Burkman. Accordingto a New York dis- 
patch, these men are wanted for stealing 
$37,000 from Dix & Psyfe, bankers and brokers 
of that city. They had, it appears, filled in 
bank checks and cashed them at the bank, 
Creamer being in the employ of the firm. 
In accordance with notice received 
from Supt. Byrnes of New York, who 
cabled that he was certain the men were on 
the Oakdale, which left New York for this 
city on April 4, the Copenhagen police had, 
for some days, been making preparations to 
capture the fugitives. 

It wasabout midnight when the Oakdale 
steamed into Copenhagen. The police were on 
the lookoutina t, and did not walt for the 
steamer to come up to the quay. It seems 
that Creamer was also watching for an op- 

rtumity to escape and land un rved. 
12 e was looking over the ran at the lights of’ 
the city when —— police boat shot into 
the river, and t policemen started to 
climb into the Ae Creamer realized 
his position inaninstant. It appears that a 
boat had already been léwered from the 


stern of the steamer, in order to carry some 
one of the ship’ s officers ashore. Creamer 
knew this fact and, while the police were 
climbing into the steamer, supposing that 
they were sure of their men, he and Burk- 
man ran to the stern. With the Agility of a 
cat the 19-year-old Creamer seized a rope that 
was hanging down from the stern and slid 
into the empty boat. Burkman followed, 
nat with so much agility, but with equal suc- 
cess. Oars were in the t, and the two 
fugitives quickly adjusted them to the oar- 
locks and, bent with vigor, began to make 
time aw ay from the Steamer. 

At first the Copenhagen police were held 
fast for a moment with surprise at the daring 
and the energy of the fuuitives. The boat 
with Creamer and Burkman aboard, was fast 
disappearing in the dark, and the police 
could hear the oars almost snap with the 
Strain as the two applied their utmost 
strength te the supreme object of escape. 
Then the boat disappeared from view. 

The police, recovering their presence of 
mind, were into their at in an instant. 
Every Dane is a fish in the water and though 
Cremer was evidently a good oarsman and 
Burkman not an inferſor one, they were no 
match for the Danish police. The police boat 
gained swiftly on the fugitives and soon over- 
took them, and, after a brief struggle, the 
Americans were taken in charge and were 
soon safely locged in cells pending extradl- 
tion proceedings. 


TWO YOUNG ROWDIES WINGED. 
MOUNT VERNON, III., April 23.—Last night 
about 11 o’clock a shooting affray occurred in 
this city in which a young man, Cl yde Carter 
shot two other boys, John and Ed Lawson. 
Carter was out walking with a young 
lady when he was attacked by the 


above named parties and several others. 
Carter was knocked down, it is alleged, when 
he commenced to shoot. John Lawson was 
shot in the face, while his brother Ed received 
a wound in the shoulder, neither of which is 
necessarily fatal. Warrants have been Iis- 
sued against five of the crowd.

REV. J. HOWARD NIXON’S DEATH. 


The Clergyman at Whose Church Presi- 
dent Harrison Was Ordained an Elder. 


Rev. J. Howard Nixon, D. D., who has 
been pastor of the Webster Groves Presbyte- 
rian Church for the past three years, died at 
his suburban home yesterday afternoon at 5 
o’clock. Dr. Nixon was born near Dover, 
Del., Nov. 27, 1829, and was in his 634 year at 
the time of his death. When he was s years 
of age his parents removedto Bridgeton, N. 
J. He was ready for college at 14, and worked 
in a Philadelphia bank until he 
was 16, when he entered Princeton 
co liege as a sophomore. He graduated in 
1851 and taught in the South for two years. 
He returned to Princeton in 1853 and entered 
the Theological Seminary. At the comple- 


tion of the course he was ordained pastor of 
the Presbyterian Church at Cambridge, N. 
. He was called to the storate of the 
233 Presbyterian Chure Indianapolis, 
in 1860, and remained there until 1869 
— Dr, Nixon’s incumbency, President 
Benjamin Harrison was ordained a ruling 
elder. Dr. Nixon was obliged by ill-health to 
resign in 1869, and to remove with his family 
to Springfield, Mo., where he became super 
a of the Public Schools. He remained 
at Geeta two years and then took charge 
f the Lindenwood Female Seminary at St. 
Charles, Mo. He remained there five years, 
during which time he laid a lasting founda- 
tion for that institution, and also happily re- 
covered his health. e accepted a call 
from the Central Presbyterian Church at 
Wilmington, Del., where he labored for 
tweive years. In 1689, Dr. Nixon receiveda 
from the Webster Groves Prebyterian 
Church. He did not feel able to continue 
longer in charge ofa city church, and he 
therefore resigned his charge at ilmington 
inthe spring of = earand removed to 
Webster Groves. ght pastorate at 
this beautiful — ‘of Louls, a new and 
elegant house of worship was erected and 
tue church membership largely increased. 
Dr. Nixon was one of the first directors of the 
Nortliwestern, now the ae Theo- 
logical Seminary. He Ohairman 
of the Freedman’s Committee tee of the General 
Assembly of the Presbyterian Church for the 
West and Southwest before the organization 
of the Freedman’s Board. He was a delegate 
to the Pan-Presbyterian Council held at 
Edinburgh, Scotland, in 1884. The funeral 
will take lace Monda A m. from Dr. 
Nixon’s Church in we r, and the remains 
will be buried in Oak Ridge “Gemetery at that 
place, he having expressed a Wish to be laid 
away among the people whom he loved and 
who loved him.

Hon. W. K. Hatoh Hépes to Bring His

The merchants on Change are deeply la- 
terested in the events in Congress that are 
expected to take place during next week. 
w. H. Hatch of Missouri, expresses his inten- 
tion of bringing up his anti-option bill in the 
House. Whether or not he will be able to do 
so is a matter that can only be ascertained 
when thé measure is brought up.

It was 
the opinion ofall of the opponents, and most 
of the friends of the measure that, being in 
charge of the committee on agriculture, the 
Hatch bill did not come under the head of 
privileged measures, and would only be 
taken up in its regular order. Should this be 
the case, the probability of its being brought 
to a vote is regarded as very slight indeed. 
Mr. Hatch, however, has sprung a hew point, 
The bill does not prohibit of option trading, 
but imposes a tax that is practicall 
prohibition. He therefore considers that it 
should be classed as a revenue measure, and 
given precedence accordingly; the fact that 
no revenue is expected to be derived from it 
ts held to play no figure. Advices from the 
National Capital are to the effect that the 
grain: sowers have nearly universally tele- 
aphed their Congressmen to vote for the 

ill, The leader of the opposition in the 
House of Representatives is Seth W. Cobb, 
who is in communication with the merchants 
here. Itis believed that if the bill is brought 
toa vote in the House, it will be carried, but 
it is — that it will be defeated in the 
Senate.

Referee Jere Dunn 
afterward changed his decision, declaring 
the fight a draw on the claim made by Kil- 
rain and his friends that the electric bell, 
which was the official signal, was not rung 
until the end of eleven seconds and that Jake 
had been waiting for it to ring before arising, 
wishing to secure his full ten seconds rest. 
liad the fight proceeded Kilrain could scarce- 
ly have lasted another round.
